HERE are exercises that reconstruct, 
bulld over, and there are exercises that 
destroy, chiefly by excess. I will talk 

to my readers to-day of the first sort. The 

second may be dismissed as violent exercises. 

Violence is always a destroyer of beauty. 

Excessive exercise with heavy dumbbells, 

whose weight exceeds the strength of the 

person wielding them, I mention as one of the 
worst of these destroyers. 

I have before said, and I am glad to have 
an opportunity to repeat, that I disapprove 
of heavy exercise for women. Extreme phys- 
ical effort taxes the strength and leaves its 
marks upon the countenance, writing the 
heavy, disfiguring characters of fatigue. It 
overdevelops the muscles, robbing the figure 
of its soft, delicate outline, making it bumpy, 
unseemly and masculine. 

Exercise for women should have three aims. 
First, securing as much fresh air as is needed 
for health. Second, as much motion and ad- 
justment of the internal organs as are needed 
for health. Third, for the correction of such 
habits as are threatening to the health and 
disfiguring to the beauty. A good eclectic 
system of exercises serves all these purposes. 

A simple exercise that I have long used 
when I noticed a tendency of the shoulders 
to sag forward it to place my arms behind 
me, bend them at the elbows and thrust be- 
tween the back and the elbows my brother's 
cane. When he rebelled or when he and his 
precious cane were absent, I used my own 
umbrella or sunshade. The temporary sup- 
port drew the shoulders far back and ex- 
panded the lungs so greatly that it became 
my favorite exercise. In this attitude Il walk 
about the room many times, or, standing be- 
fore the open window, tightly close my lips 
and breathe deeply. This I continue for 
fifteen minutes, unless my arms grow very 
weary, in which case I cease for the time, 
beginning again in a few minutes when I

Move the trunk slowly to the 
right as far as it will go, then to the left as 
far as possible. Sway slowly from the ex- 
treme right to left and back again, being 
eareful not to wrench the body. These las: 
two exercises are invaluable for setting slug- 
gish intestines at work. | 

Hundneds of queries are sent me putting in 
various Bways the one essential question: 


“What shall I do for a muddy complexion: 
Let me answer all those questions now and 
briefly. Set your sluggish liver to work. The 
exercises I have just described will aid in 
that most necessary work. So will walks long 
enough for sufficient exercise, yet not long 
enough to exhaust you. 

If all these, together with much water- 
drinking, fail to correct the liver-marked 
complexion, this will be assuredly helpful: 
Standing perfectly erect, raise the right arm 
as high as you can, stretching the left arm 
downward at the same time. Reverse this 
motion, and alternate the two. This air-saw- 
ing, done rapidly, will bestir the laziest liver. 

For chronic indigestion I recommend walk- 
ing, varied by rope-jumping. After a brisk 
walk, return to your room and, resting brief- 
ly, jump the rope from twenty to fifty times. 
Your strength must determine the number 
It is better to begin with ten times and in- 
crease the number to fifty, or even seventy- 
five, as you become accustomed to the unusual 
exercise. 

A favorite exercise of mine is the simple, 
easy one of sitting straight. Sitting straight 
develops the habit of poise. I sit every day 
before a mirror, and at sufficient €istance 
from it so that I can see my reflection at 
full length. J note whether my chest is high 
or drooping. If high, I know that my figure 
is at normal, If drooping, I at once seek the 
cane or umbrella of which I have spoken and

This I. vary by clasping my hands behind 
and letting the head rest In them as a Cup, 
while I inhale and exhale prpfoundly, moving 
the head slowly in-its socket of clasped hands 
from one side to the other. 

Swinging about on my revolving dressing 
stool, 1 note closely and critically my profile 
from brow to toe. If my chin tends to sag, 
seems by the slightest tendency to sag, I lift 
it as high as I can and, closing my teeth 
tightly, draw the backs of my hands aler-

mately across it. I repeat this exercise fifty 
times, until the chin tingles and I know that 
the renewed circulation is doing its work of 
restoring the firmness of the muscles. My 
chin, I may explain, seldom displays the pen- 
dulous tendency, for I sleep with a very low 
pillow or no pillow at ail. The high pillow I 
regard as one of the greatest enemies of 
beauty, for it causes curving shoulders and 
heavy chin. 

Deep breathing is in itself a superb tonic, 
and certain exercises ald greatly in forming 
that habit and developing the power to 
breathe from the very extreme of the 
lungs, creating, so to speak, a continual 
draught in the lungs. Climbing is one of 
these. The well-known value of mountain- 
climbing is due to the fact that it necessi- 
tates deep breathing. If mountain-climbing 
is not open to you, there must be hills within 
your reach. And there are always staircases. 
This exercise, being somewhat taxing, should 
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be moderately and gradually taken. Climbing 
develops the calves and thighs. 

A horse ts a splendid colleague in the work 
of upbuilding. A gallop sends the “recon- 
structive” fresh air, the true carpenter of the 
body, rushing through the body, doing his 
work quickly and well. 

Young women who complain of dark circles 
under the eyes admit, by describing that 
symptom, depressed circulation. All of these 
exercises that develop the power and habit of 
deep breathing correct lowered circulation 
and impoverished blood and cure their un- 
lovely symptoms. 

From India, where the gospel of deep 
breathing as a spiritual as well as physical 
aid was born, comes a method of deep breath- 
ing that Is wonderfully quieting to rebellious 
nerves. Close the eyes, and with the forefin- 
ger pressed closely against the left nostril, 
completely closing it, inhale and expel the 
air solely through the right nostril. Next, 
closing the right nostril by placing the fore- 
finger upon it, breathe deeply through the 
left. Reverse these operations, and continue 
this alternate breathing for several minutes, 

For clearing clogged lungs this, also de- 
rived from India, is useful: Inhale naturally 
and deeply, but expel the alr slowly and thor- 
oughly from between the lips, letting it es- 
cape with a whistling sound. Remember, 
however, to inhale through the nostrils alone, 
expelling only with the lips, for while germs 
cannot be drawn tInto the system through the 
nostrils, the fine hairs which line the nose 
being nature’s sieve, they ewarm from with- 
out into the open mouth at the slightest 
chance.

Mine Superintendent James Steel de- 
clared, five hours after the explosion, 
that it was almost impoesible that any 
of the miners could escape. 

The mine had a day shift of 484 
men. Of these, fifty left the mine at 
nOOoN. Twenty-five are known to 
have escaped after the fire broke out. 
The others are believed to be dead. 

The entrance to the mine has been 
sealed up in the hope of checking the 
flames. The building above the pit 


entrance was blown up to permit this. 
Only Corpses to Come Out. 

Despite the frantic effort of the of- 
ficials and the scores of volunteers, 
it seemed assured at 6 o'clock that 
only bodies of the dead would be 
taken out. Until tomorrow morning, 
when the covering will be removed 
and the rescuers endeavor to pen- 
éetrate the smoke and gas-choked 
shafts and veins, no certainty as to 
the fate of the, inmates can be learned.

Saloons Are Closed.--- Benéath 
the Surface Town Is Prone 
to Congratulate Itself That 
Swift Justice Was Meted to 
Two Murderers. 


Cairo, Ill, November 13.—With only | 


three companies of militia on guard 
tonight, Cairo was more pearly in a 
normal state than it has been since 
the body of Annie Pelley was discov< 
ered in an alley last Tuesday morning. 
Except for the fact that the saloons 
are still closed. ahd an occasiong! patrol 
of soldiery +tramps through the streets, 
there is no surface indication that two 
nights ago the city. was in the control 
of a well-organized mob, with the au- 
thorities unable to prevent a double 
lynching. | : 
Beneath the surface Cairo generelly 
is still prone te congratulate itself 
that swift justice was meted out to 
the two murderers. There is wide- 
spread opinion’ that “Froggy” James 
and Henry Salzner deserved their fates. 
At least if thege is dny lingering doubt: 
as to their guilt it is not expressed 
openly. 
Public Against Prosecution. | 
This attitude of the public is hinder- 
ing State’s Attorney Wilson and the 
other officials who are endeavoring to 
fix responsibility for the lynchings. 


While It fs not difficult to obtatn- iden--}- 


tificatiop of many individuals who were 
on the streets and close to the sum- 
mary executions, it has thus far beén 
impossible to unearth. positive evidence 
regarding the leaders of the mob 
who took the negro from the custody 
of the sheriff and who battered down 
the door of Salzner’s cell. . 

The state’s attorney said late today 
he had been able to establish only the 
fact that a different set of men pér- 
formed the work at tHe jail from those 
who carried out the hanging and shoot- 
ing of James. He evidenced this as 
proof of the systematic method fol- 
lowed by the lynchers, but sald that all 
of these men had been careful to pro- 
tect the secret of their identity. 

Saloon Keepers Disappointed. 

The investigations of the state's at- 
torney give weight to a statement 
ascribed to Mayor Parsons, who told 
some of the militia commanders there 
was no riotous mob in Cairo. It was 
a gathering of business men. 

The most bitterly disappointed men 
in Cairo tonight are the saloon keep- 
ers. Special excursion trains are to 
be run into this city tomorrow to ac- 
commodate the Sunday sightseers. It 
is expected that thousands of visitors 
will reach the city, but none of the 
money which they will bring in their 
pockets will be handled by the bar- 


keepers.

Governor in Limelight. 

Seate’s Attorney Wilson also brought 
the governor into the sun by unearth- 
ing a statute, passed in 1905, and de- 
claring it to be the duty of the gov- 
ernor to proclaim the shrievaltv of 
any county vacant when a prisoner is 
taken from the sheriff and lynched. 

The statute provides that the coroner 
shall succeed to the sheriff's duties, and 
that the deposed official may regain his 
place by making a written defense to 
the governor, attorney general and 
state’s attorney within ten days of the 
lynching. 

Wilson construed the law as being 
mandatory on the governor. Tf put 
into effect this statute would put the 
burden of sending an official report 
to the state squarely up to Sheriff 
Frank Davis. He was not preparéd to- 
night to say what his procedure would 
be under the circumstances. 

Destruction of Property. 

Although rioting was accompanied 
by practically no destruction of prop- 
erty. Cairo may not escape a !0ss to 
its treasury. This will be lMmited to 
$5,000. however, and will be contingent 
upon the determination of Henry Salz- 
ner'’s family to sue the city on behalf 
of the two orphaned children of the 
lynched man. The law gives the 
“spouse Or lineal heirs’ of mob vic- 
tims an actionable claim against the 
municipality in which a lynching has 
deprived them of their natural sup- 
porter. “Froggy” James had no heirs 
of the class described by the statute, 
s0 no claim can be entered against the 
city because of his death.

troops to Buchanan when the case is 
called to protect the prisoner. A great 
many people of Buchanan firmly be- 
lieve in the gullt of Little, and it Is 
said will see to it that he is punished. 
No doubt is entertained that if the 
jury fails to give him the limit of 
the law that the citizens of the county 
will storm the jail and lynch him.

FEATURE OF THE AUTO SHOW 


People who have little knowledge of 
the uses of the motorcycle have been 
astonished at what they have learned 
through the exhibit of these machines 
at the Auto Show. Nine out of ten 
people who see these machines flirting 
up and down the streets have enter- 
tained the idea that they were owned 
by men who iid not have quite enough 
money to buy an auto, and took the 
motorcycle as a half-way medium he- 
tween that and the bicycle. 

As a matter of fact, however, the 
motorcycle is one of the largest in- 
dustries of the country. The uses of 
the motorcycle are almost innumerable. 
They are light, and, therefore, can 
travel where the auto car cannot Xo, 
and in addition can go as fast and at 
less expense. As a means of chasing 
fleeing automobilists they are familiar 
to the residents of all cities. One of 
the many uses of the cycle is illus- 
trated by Commissioner Booraem, in 
charge of the borough of Brooklyn, 
who uses the motorcycle continuously 
for police matters. because it allows 
him to follow up police affairs without 
attracting as much attention as would 
in the official police automobile. 

The motorcycle exhibit comprised 
more than a half dozen different makes, 
the two machines that attracted the most 
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attention being the well-known Indian 
and the Merkel. The Indian exhibit was 
in charge of John McDowell, an old 
bicycie man. who went with the Hen- 
dee Manufacturing Company, makers 
of the Indian, as soon as he found that 
the automobile was supseding the bi- 
cycle in favor. 

“As compared to the auto,” said Mr. 
McDowell, “the motorcycle ig like a 
little wasp. It can travel as fast as 
any but the monster machines, is more 
easily handled and can speed down 
roads that would mire the auto good 
and fast. 

“We have been greatly satisfied with 
the result of the exhibition as far as 
the motorcycle is concerned,” said Fd- 
ward Buffum, in charge of the Merkel 
exhibit. “and the results at the Speed- 
way have been magnificent. Our 
seven-horse power flying Merkel made 
ten miles yesterday in eight minutes 
and thirty-six seconds. which: is about 
as fast as a person would want to go 
on two wheels. This is the fastest time 
ever made en a dirt track by a motor- 
cycle. Faster time, but not much fast- 
er. has been made on a board track.” 

Motorcycling is much more popular 
in England than in the United States 
and the two-wheeled machines there 
far outnumber the automobile, said Mr 
Buffum.

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BISHOP OF MANY CHURCHES 
&SIDE AT CONFERENCE 


By James W. Lee. 

(At the request of The Constitution. 
Dr. Lee has written the sketch of 
Bishop Hendrix, given below): 

The North Georgia conference will 
enjoy the unique distinction the pres- 
ent year of having a man preside over 
its daily sessions who is not only a 
bishop in the. Southern Methodist 
church, but who is also, In a sense, 
the bishop of all the evangelical Prot- 
estant denominations in the American 
union, 

At the meeting of “the Federal Coun- 
cil of the Church of Christ in Amer- 
ica,” held in the Academy. of Music 
in Philadelphia, Deoember, 19908, 
Bishop Hendrix was elected its first 
president. “The Federal Council of the 
Church of Christ in America” includes 
all the great Protestant ecclesiastical 
bodies in the United States. Bishop 
Hendrix is therefore officially related 
to all the Protestant denominations of 
the country. By using the term bishop, 
in place of the word president, we 
can see that the president of our Meth- 
odist North Georgia Conference this 
year is the bishop also of the Baptist, 
the Presbyterian, the Episcopal, Con- 
gregational, the Christian, and all the 
other leading denominations, north and 
south, of the whole country. 

Not since Columbus discovered 
America up to the year 1908 was one 
ever able before to record an event 80 
significant as this. It measures the 
distance the churches have traveled 
in the direction of unity, fraternity 
and good will. It indicates that the 
prayer of our Savior that “they all may 
be one.” is being answered. In cast- 
ing about to find a man representing, 
in a large and all-round way, the spirit 
that found. expression in “the Federal 
Council of the Church of Christ in 
America,” the thought of the leaders 
in the movement turned to Bishop E. 
R. Hendrix, of Kansas City. All that 
the bishop saic of his lineage after 
his election they seemed to know be- 
fore they had selected him to be the 
president of the Federal Council of the 
Churches. It was fitting that the first 
bishop selected to represent the feder- 
ative spirit of all the religious bodies, 
should, himself, by descent and train- 
ing, be typical of the movement. That 
there flowed in his veins the com- 
mingled blood of Huguenot and Hol- 
lander. of Irish and Scotch, of Penn- 
sylvania, and Marylander, of the north 
and the south, of the east and the west, 
made it appear as if the rising tide 
of sweeter relations among the 
churches had been met by Providence 
with a man to direct it into fuller and 
widow flow. The Mas0n and Dixon's 
line that formed the southern border 
to Bishop Hendrix's grandfather's 
plantation had been trodden out of 
recognition, before the bishop was 
born, by the countless steps his Penn- 


sylvania father had made across the 
bristling boundary of the sections to 
the home of a beautiful brown-eyed 
southern maiden in the state of Mary- 
land, with whom he was in love, and 
who afterwards became his bride and

Died of Suffocation. 

The physician vainly sought to 
resuscitate the men when they werd 
carried to him a few minutes later.

At the entrance of the shaft a scene 
was enacted such as is seen only at a 
disaster of this kind. Hundreds of 
creaming women, weeping children 
and frantic, but helpless, men crowded 
around the placé. A few survivors 
were surrounded by groups of the 
women and their answers to the loud- 
ly-shrieked inquiries only added to 
the terror of the women. 

Almost to a man they declared that 
there was no hope for those left be- 
hind in the mine. Almost 200 of the 


ee 
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men imprisoned in the mine, they de- 
clared, were in the third vein, the 


only entrance to which was from the 
second vein, almost 600 feet from the 
main shaft of the pit Superintendent when the fire started, 


Steele reluctantly echoed the opinion 
of the miners. 


Ordinary Measures No Good. 

When the extent of the fire was 
realized the officials saw that ordinary 
measures were ineffectual. The fire 
had burned away the timbers of the 
shaft and the flames soon reached the 
escape shaft. A few minutes later 
the fan which supplied air to the shaft 
collapsed and tumbled through the 
opening. The flames then swept on 
to the mouth of the pit, where they 
were carried to the surface, forcing 
back, all those who ventured near. 
The officers knew the fire must be 
eating its way back into the shaft 
and then the heroic measure of sealing 
the mouth of the pit was adopted. Be- 
fore this, water had been poured down 
the escape shaft, but with no better 
effect than to flood the floor and fur- 
ther impede any effort of those inside 
to escape. 

That those of the men who were 
able had retreated to the furthermost

Gasping a Little Oxygen. 

There they might huddie together,

Fire Pouring tn Shaft. 


By this time the fan had collapsed 
and the fire was pouring up the shaft 
Superintendent Steele then saw that 
the escape of the miners through the 
shaft was blocked. The sealing up of 
the shaft entrance as a last resort 
then wag ordered. 

Heavy timbers were soaked in wa- 
ter, placed across the shaft entrance 
and piled over ith sand. Volunteers 
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All Have Perished. 

In order to determine, if possible, 
whether there are living beings in the 
mine, a large sized iron bucket was 
lowered at 11 o'clock dawn the main 
shaft, but it was brought up to the 
surface empty. This bucket. which Is 
large enough to hold several men. was 
dropped several times in the hope that 
some might be living and be able to 
crawl into it. Failure to bring any to 
the Surface simply strengthened the 
generally accepted belief that all have 
perished, although it is barely possible 
that some may be living in galleries 
far removed from the main shaft. 

The bucket will be lowered at inter- 
vals all night In the hope that some 
Mav be able to reach it.

One of Greatest of Disasters. 

No accident of a similar nature has 
recorded in the history of mine 
The greatest loss 
in any mine accident in this 
state occurred at Braidwood in 1879, 
when elghty men lost their lives. The 
accident was caused by a sudden 
breaking down and flooding of the 
mine. 

At Ziegler, Lil., fifty men have been 
killed tn successive mine accidents. 
There are 75,000 men employed in 
[}linols mines and during the last fis- 
cal year 183 were killed in accidents 
and $00 injured. 

The greatest tragedy of mining his- 
tory is believed to have occurred in 
Tokio, Japan, in 1907, when 470 per- 
sons were killed. The maximum loss 
of life ina mine disaster in the Unitéd 
States was recorded at Monongah, W. 
Va., in 1907, when 3983 miners were

London, November 13.—George Ed- 
wardes, gallantly backed up by The 
Westminster Gazette, has given us ex- 
cellent entertainment during -the jast 
few days. 
is simple. The musical critic of that 
paper found the book of “The Doaliar 
Princess” “tiresome.” and said sa, 
Basil Hood. who’ 'wrote It, at oncé® in- 
structed his solicitors to demand an 
apology or to start legal proceedings. 
Subsequently, in his notice of an- 
other piece, the same eritic let fall 
certain observations which Edwardes 
promptly construed into a further at- 
tack upon the piece at Daly’s. He at 
once addressed to the editor of the 
“Westminster” an indignant letter, ac- 
cusing its musical critic of ‘malice and 
spite.” and wound up with the decla- 
ration, “It appears to me to be an 
anomaly to advertise in one column 
and to be attacked in another.” Firm- 
lv convinced of the justice of his atti- 
tude he thereupon gave orders that 
for the future no advertisement relat- 
ine to anv piece or theater under his 
control shoyld be sent to the “West- 
minster.” 

This headstrong action immediately 
provoked a correspondence which was 
perhaps the best advertisement that 
either Edwardes or the “Westminster” 
could possibly have had. Of course, 
the paper took up a highly moral po- 
sition and we have been delugéd with 
references to the dignity of the press, 
to its high moral tone, to its impecca- 
bilitv and to the absurdity of the idea 
that even a manager so powerful as 
Fdwardes could hope to rule critical 
opinion. The whole affair is rather in 
the nature of a storm in a teacup, and 
is even now fated to end in smoke. 
George Edwardes has done an ex- 
tremely silly thing, a fact he doubt- 
less realized before the ink was dry 
upon his letter. But a gentle rap 
upon his knuckles would probably have 
brought him to a sense of his mistake 
and elicited an instant withdrawal of 
the charge he was foolis henough to 
bring against the “Westminster.” Nat- 
urally such a fiscussion would have 
been incomplete had it failed to bring 
a contribution from Bernard Shaw. His 
letter is couched in a characteristical- 
ly evnical vein. It unequivocally ap- 
plauds Edwardes for making “the full- 
“use of the influence which his ex- 
penditure as an advertiser gives him 
over the press.” To those familiar 
with the whimsicalities of the author 
of “Man and Superman,” it is obvious 
he wrote with his tongue in his cheek. 
But the bulk of the British public is 
slow to take a joke and possibly there 
are some prepared to believe that Shaw 
was in earnest.

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HOW DEPOSED SULTAN 


NOW SPENDS HIS TIME 


London, November 13.—(Special.)— 
Despite the multitude of cares which 
tend to distract the attention of Young 
Turkey, Abdul Hamid, the ex- -sultan, 
still remains a figure of overwhelming 
interest, or, at least, an enigma and 
an object of curiosity which attracts 
far more observation than the actual 
sultan or, indeed, than any living Ot- 
toman, AS often happens in such cases 
——as happened, for example, to Napo- 
leon during his first few days at Elba, 
and again during his first few days at 
St. Helena—the excitement of the 
change, the agreeadle surprise of find- 
ing himself out of his difficulties alive 
and with no prospect of being put to 
death, seemed to do the sultan good, 
and people marveled at how well he 
was bearing up, at how completely he 
had rid himself of his habitual] nerv- 
ousness, at the interest he took in ex- 
ternal things, at the eagerness with 
which he asked his head eunuch every 
morning for news, and at the affablility 
wherewith he spoke to the officers 
who had charge of him. 

Ia the Garden. 

For the first time for many years 
he began to take an interest in the 
details of material life, and to ask the 
names of flowers. He walked in the 
gardén, smoKing incessanfly. He sat 
down on stone steps and stumps of 
trees like a farmer. It is wel] known 
that in Yildiz he worked a good deal 
at carpentry, and as he desires to 
work in the same way now, a complete 
set of tools has been ordered for him 
in Paris, so that in course of time he 
will probably turn out almost as many 
pieces of furniture as Peter the Great 
himself. The fallen caliph’s sorrow is 
also lightened to some extent by the 
presence of his two sons. Abdul Rah- 
mon, who is !7 years of age, some- 
times comes into the garden to walk. 
“He has all his father’s physiognomy,” 
Says Fethy Bey, the Turkish officer 
in the Allatini villa

gence is mediocre. He stays almost 
always with his mother, a Circassian. 
The other child, Abeddine, who is only

tini, Abdul Hamid examined the door 
and all the windows of hig room to see 
that they were well closed, and once, 
when a doctor came to see his son,

hing a curtain in order to overhear 
every word that passed. Sometimes he 
spends hours walking about his room, 
and peeping out from time to time 
through the half-open curtains. This 
useless spying and these unnecessary 
precautions are, Of course, the effect 
of long habit, and I regard them as 
simply pathetic. Abdul Hamid's keep- 
ers do not take that view, however. 
They are profoundly afraiq of their 
prisoner's cunning, just as Sid Hudson 
Lowe was afraid of Napoleon's cun- 
ning. Some time ago the ex-sultan 
requested permission to move to an- 
other villa which he perceived at a

He has the “Sabah,” the “Tanin” and 
the “Yenyi Gazette” read to him every 
day, and as these papers, like all 
other papers published in Turkey at 
the present moment, are violently 
anti-Hamidian—too violently so, I 
think—tthe ex-sultan hears for the 
first time in his life some terrible at- 
tacks on his sacred self. Several times 
when an unusually ferocious onslaught 
was read to Aim he asked for the name 
of the paper, and then murmured. as 
if to himself, “Ang to think that I 
fave a thousand poands to one of 
these papers th®ough the medium of 
Avast. _eeecagaa sg On learning of the 
executions at Constantinople, Abdul 
Hamid expressed keen regret that the 
name of Nadir Agha, formerly his 
second eunuch, was not in the list of 
hanged; but when he learned that 
Tahir Pasha had been put to death he 
made a gesture indicative of pity, and 
said, “Why, he’s an old man!” Nadir 
Agha had, under threat of death, turn- 
ed traitor to the sultan, and pointed 
Out to the Macedonians where all] Ab- 
dul’s papers were.

Thus things went a few 
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weeks, and the ex-sultan seemeg to be | 


settling down quietly into his new 
way of life; but after a while, 
the excitement of novelty wore off, the 
ex-sultan began to feel the effects of 
the reaction. He became nervous and 
irritable. He changed several times 
the arrangement of the furniture in 
his rooms, and insisted in having a 
Turkish bath installed instead of the 
European one. In order to give Abdul 
Hamid something to think of. Muh- 
sine Bey. his first eunuch, suggested 
to him that he had better write 
memoirs, @ng thus justify himself be- 
fore the world.

On 
the other hand, such statesmen as 
Benjamin H. Hill and Joseph E. Brown 
counseled a.prompt and boma fide ac- 
ceptance of the situation. So it was 
in Georgia, and so it was in every 
southern state. The opportunist 
school gained tha ascendant; expedi- 
eney controlled every policy. So deep- 
ly did we drain the cup of humiliation. 
that we actually nominated Samuel J. 
Tilden on a platform which hypocrit- 
ically declared our devotion to the en- 
tire constitution of the United States, 
including the detested amendments! 

Withdrawing their hands from the 
lion’s mouth as easily as possible, the 
southern concillatory leaders, Gordon, 
Hampton and Butler, deliberately 
yielded the presidency to Hayes, when 
they knew he was not entitled to it, 
in order that they might wring from 
him the promise that the United States 
troops should be withdrawn from the 
south.

Government of Limited Power. 

In this platform of 1856, made when 
the platform still bound every man In 
public life, and when the same yard- 
st! & measured every democrat, north 
and south, east and west, the declara- 
tion was that the federal government 
is one of limited power, that the grants 
of power made by the convention 
should be strictly construed, and that 
no doubtful exercise of constitutional 
authority should be allowed.

In one case pointed 
out by The Country Gentleman, of New 
York, twelve millions of public money 
is to be spent for the benefit of four 
Nevada towns. One of the Montana

senators is asking for an issue of 
thirty-one million dollars of federal 
notes in order that the frrigated farms 
may have water whenever they need 
it. President Taft soft-soaped the west 
by favoring a bond issue of ten mil- 
lion dollars (which will take money 
out of the pockets of the farmers who 
have to depend upon the clouds for 
their rain) in order that the favored 
few of the irrigated farms may have 
the water which will enable him to 
make twenty times as much produce 
as the average farmer can produce on 
the Same acreage, 

Same Treatment for All. 

Plank iv of that democratic plat- 
form of 185 reads in almost the ex- 
act language of the old Ocala plat- 
form, which the Farmers’ Alliance 
adopted in Florida, when {ft declares, 
that just and sound policy forbids the 
federal wgovernment to foster one 
branch of industry to the detriment 
of any other, or to cherish the inter- 
ests of one portion to the injury of 
another portion of our common coun- 
try, and that every citizen and every 
section of the country has a right to 
demand an equality of rights and 
privileges. 

Yet todav 
Texas and democrats 
linas, and democrats in 
Louisiana, claiming that 
tariff gives special privileges to a 
few predatory corporations of the 
north and east, we must give similar 
unholy advantages to a few ravenous 
corporations that happen to be located 
in the south. If the tariff is a rob- 
bery (as every democrat who under- 
stood the subject has always believed 
and declared) how is it going to help 
the south to put a few southern rob- 
bers into the same gang with the steel 
trust, the Standard Oil Company, the 
New England Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion? Why should a southern robber 
be any more an object of admiration 
to us than a northern robber is? If 
we have got to be plundered at all— 
and we have been for a hundred years 
—let the north and the east furnish 
all the rascals. 

Practice of Economy. 

The democratic platform of 1856 de- 
clared that it was the duty of every 
department of the government to prac- 
tice the most rigid economy, and that. 
no more revenue ought to be raised 
than is required to defray the neces- 
sary expenses of the government, and 
the gradual, but certain, extinction of 
the public debt. Yet the people are 
so remorselessly taxed that salaries 
are increased every few years: new 
objects of national expenditure are 
industriously hunted (for: additional 
parasites are always being fastened 
upon the body politic. We sent $80,- 
000 of government money to the Ital- 
jan earthquake sufferers, when no 
other government on earth sent a dol- 
lar. We have committed ourselves to 
a reclamation of dry lands, which 
will absorb money as thirstily as the 
arid regions soak up water. In order 
to excuse ourselves for building a 
monstrous navy, we deliberately ac- 
quire distant possessions, and upon 
these colonies we squander hundreds 
of millions of dollars, for the defense 
of which a great navy is required. 
The democratic party upholds these 
un-democratic policies, just as the re- 
publican party does. 

Sales of Public Lands. 

Article vi in the democratic plat- 
form of 1856 declares, that the pro- 
ceeds of the public sales of iands 
ought to be saecrediy applied to the 
national objects specified in the con- 
stitmtion.

the proceeds of the public lands to the 
irrigated farms, which are soon to be- 
come the most deadly competitors of 
those farms which have to depend 
upon the precarious supply of water 
furnished by the clouds. 

The democratic platform of 1856 de- 
clared that congress has no power to 
charter a national bank, and that such 
an institution was one of deadly hos- 
tility to the best interests of the coun- 
try, damaging to our republican in- 
stitutions and the liberties of the peo- 
ple, and inclined to place the business 
of the country within the control of 
a concentrated money power, and 
above the laws and the will of the 
people! So far has the democratic 
party of today wandered away from 
the cardinal principles of our fathers 
that. when the national banks were 
re-chartered a few years ago, only 
one democratic vote was recorded 
against the measure. The national 
bank act provides that it may be al- 
tered or repealed at any time, and 
yet, not a single democratic senator 
or representative has ever raised his 
hand against the system which the 
democrats of 1856 declared would put 
the country at the mercy of “a con- 
centrated money power.” Everybody 
who understands our financial and 
commercial systems knows that the 
prophecy of our forefathers has been 
literally, exactly, completely fulfilled. 

The Financial System. 

Article viil ef the platform which we 
are examining declared that the sepa- 
ration of the money of the government 
from banking institutions is indispen- 
sable to the safety of the funds of the 
government and the rights of the peo- 
ple. Completely forgetting one of the 
cardinal tenets of their own party, the 
democrats have gone right along, fol- 
lowing the policy which has given to 
the national banks from $40,000,00 to 
$262,000,000 of the public funds to use 
in their private business. To make it 
easy for the national banks throughout 
the countrv to get possession of the 
public moneys te use tn thelr private 
business, they have actually permitted 
the government to lend to national 
bankers half your money on collateral 
consisting of municipal, state and ralil- 
road bonds. There isnt a national 
bank in your state or vour congres- 
sional] district that has not now, or 
that has not had at some time or 
other, the use of tens of thousands 
of dollars that were taken out of your 
fields and shops and stores to use in 
their private business. 

In their apeeches recently, Senator 
Bailey and Congressman Clark have 
been pretending that the democratic 
party never stood for free raw mate- 
rials or for “a tariff for revenue only.” 
Possibly they have never studied close- 
ly the last democratic platform upon 
which a presidential candidate rode 
into office before the war. In that plat- 
form they not only declare against 
the protective principle, which inevi- 
tably festers one branch of industry 
at the expense of othérs, but they de- 
clare, specifically, 
resolutions which follow the forma! 
planks of the platform, that “The time 
has come for the people ef the United 
States to declare themselves in favor 
of free seas and progressive free trade 
throughout the world.” 

The Monree Doctrine. 

In this last ante-bellum platform, 
which expressed the true. historic 
meaning of the democratic party, our

forefathers reiterated their allegiance 
to the Monroe doctrine, and declared 
that there should be a great national 
highway—-meaning a governmental 
transcontinental railroad—between the 
Atlantic and the Pacific oceans. This 
deserves more than passing notice. 
Bear in mind that while a member of 
Franklin Pterce’s cabinet, Jefferson 
Davis had been busily engaged in map- 
ping out a railroad aver the Rocky 
mountains to the Pacific seaboard. 
Along those routes private capitalists 
afterwards built, with government aid 
and public donations, those great ralil- 
roads which the government should 
have built and should have perpetually 
owned, 

Why could not the democratic party 
readopt these principles of real democ- 
racy? They are as sound and as strong 
today as they ever were. For those 
principles I have always stood, and for 
that reason I have always claimed to 
be a good democrat. With those grand 
principles again prominent as the 
true test of, What is a democrat? I 
would gladiv and with all the strength 
that is In me. work with the demo- 
cratic party. Put Jeffersonian democ- 
racy back into your platform and you 
can unite the south with the west:

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SENSATIONAL RECOVERY 


OF COTTON 


Shows That the Farmer 
and Spot Holder Are 
in Command. 


By Charles A. Dancy. 

New Orleans, November 13.—(Special.) 
As was pointed out in my specia) of 
last week to The Constitution, the big 
break in the cotton market was simply 
ofa speculative character, rendered. 
necessary by the overbought condition 
of the contract market, and afforded no 
eause for alarm to holders of spot cot- 
ton throughout the south. That this 
view was fully justified has been dem- 
onstrated by the sensational recovery 
in values that took place in the con- 
tract market Tuesday and Wednesday 
of this week, when it was found that 
the interior spot maskets had not, been 
affected, to any extent worth mentton- 
ing, ‘by the deeline of over 126 points 
in contract prices. The sudden “about 
face” executed by the market, which in 
two days recovered practically all “’ 
the decline that had taken place in 4 
week of bearish pressure, demonstrated, 
even to the most tmpervious minds, the 
commanding position occupied by the 
farmer and the interior spot holders 
this season. With an assured scarcity 
of supply, the attitude of the producer 
and holder of spots becomes a matter 
of vital concern to the speculative ele- 
ment in the market, as well as to the 
spinning interests. It is seldom that 
the spot holder of the south has such 
power at his command to call a halt 
upon speculation on elther side of the 
market, and, for this reason, it, be- 
hooves him to act all the more con- 
servatively and cautiously. 

Bears Were Mistaken. 

When, on a government ginning re- 
port, showing. 7,012,000 bales ginned to 
November ist, and which should have 
been construed bullishly, but was not, 
the contract market, here and in New 
York, broke well through the four- 
teen-cent level, sentiment became as 
bearish as it had been bullish before. 
Those operators who had been most 
free in predicting eighteen and twenty- 
cent cotton, converted by the break-to 
the bear side, expressed themselves 
Monday as being of the opinion that 
prices would sink to thirteen cents and 
perhaps lower. . Crop estimates, they 
said, svould have to be raised, and the 
local speculative buying of spots in 
the interior was bound to result in a 
weakening and grand outpouring of 
cotton. The very next day following 
that on which such views as these were 
circulated, McFadden & Co., the large 
export spot house of Philadelphia, and 
whose clientele are spinners all over 
the world, sent instructions to their 
buyers at their branch houses through- 
out the cotton belt to take all the cot- 
ton that was offering at prevailing 
quotations. To the surprise of this 
firm, as well as of the trade in gen- 
eral, littl or no cotton was offering 
at the reduced level. Limits were 
accordingly raised, and still the stub- 
born spot holders refused to sell to any 
extent. Finding out what the real 
spot situation ‘In the interior was, Mc- 
Fadden & Co., lost no time f!n going to 
the ringside of the New Orleans and the 
New York.markete and buying the con- 
tracts which spéculators had been 
obliged to throw overboard during the 
frenzied liquidation that had _ taken 
place. Buying of contracts from such 
a@ source encouraged the big bul! Inter- 
ests to take hold of the market once 
more, and an upward swing of values 
set in that carried prices up over one 
hundred points in less.than two days’ 
trading. Such a demonstration of the 
inherent strength of the market has 
had a cowering effect upon the bear 
element, some of whom failed to cover 
their shorts wheh they might have done 
so at a handsome profit. For their folly 
they had all their profits wiped out 
in quick order and not a few were 
obliged to cover at a loss. 

The recovery was of too rapid char- 
acter, however, for the full advance to 
be maintained, and, in profit-taking 
and hedge selling, prices have shown 
a tendency the latter part of the week 
to sag to a lower level of values. The 
prospect of spinners taking for. the 
week being under the large comparison 
ef last year also induced selling by 
the conservative element in the mar- 
ket. - 


Maintain Fifteen-Cent Level, 

Irrespective of the fluctuations that 
may take place in the contract market 
between now and December &, the date 
on which the government bureau is 
expected to issue its estimate as to the 
size of the cotton crop, the course of 
the market will be dominated by ‘the 
interior spot situation in a. way that

it never has been before. While there 
is season to: believe that, spot cotton 
may sell above fifteen cents for mic- 
dling at all interior markets in due 
course of time,.the proper policy for 
spot holders to pursue would seem to 
be to make sure of fifteen cents by sgell- 
ing freely at that level. Any decline 
under that level should be met by with- 
drawal of offers of spots, while sales 
at that price would give stability to 
the market and encourage spinners to 
go ahead with thelr operations. The 
greatest enemy of both the spinner and 
the southern farmer or spot holder is 
the rampant speculator, who would as 
leave put prices down ag put them up, 
to the detriment of legitimate cotton 
interests. The recent course of the 
market has shown that any ill-advised 
attempt to put prices above the fifteen- 
“cent level this early in the season is 
sure to invite disaster. If the south can 
get fifteen cénts: a pound: for the cot- 
ton that is still) ip the hands of the 
produc®t, Dixie wit be in a position 
next season to demand the same prices, 
1.Or even higher, should the new crop 
outlook be of such a character as to 
justify such a stand. Al) things con- 
sidered, fifteen cents is a high price 
for cotton, with as largé a visible sup- 
ply as there is on hand at present. The 
spot demand to fill export commit- 
ments for November shipments, should 
| be of such character as to enable spot 
holders to secure fifteen cents a pound 
for thelr cotton, basis middling. By re- 
fusing to sell for less than that, they 
can command that price, and by sell- 
ing at that level would restrain the 
wild speculative element, which would 
manipufate the market in a way to 
kil] the spinners’ goose that lays the 
golden egg.

ON AMALGAMATED.COPPER 


By R. S. Barron. 

New York, November 13.—Amalga- 
mated Copper was again the feature 
of the week’s stock market. The only 
news was the official monthly figures 
of the Copper Producers’ Association, 
showing the output of the metal for 
October to have established a new 
high record. Production exceeded sales 
by 2,000,000 pounds. That was a more 
unfavorable statement than had gener- 
ally been looked for. From a stock 
market viewpoint, however, the state- 
ment was ignored, for the reason that 
it is known that tremendous sales of 
copper have been made since November 
1, in anticipation of a decided change 
in the copper situation. 

James Stillman one of the founders 
of the Amalgamated Copper Company, 
sailed for Europe several weeks ago to 
spend the winter in Paris.

Wall street is still in the dark as to 
what form will be taken by the forth- 
coming copper merger, but the consen- 
sus of opinion is that all of the big 
producers with the exception of the 
Calumet and Hecle will consolidate 
into one company to bring about stable

value duty provides 
that under certain specified condi- 
tions the state shall take from the 
holder 20 per cent of the unearned in- 
crement value of all real estate. The 
“unearned increment” defined as 
that part of the value which Is created 
by the action of the community and 
not by the unaided efforts of the 
owner. This tax would fall almost en- 
tirely on urban land and on land ad- 
jacent to cities, where value has been 
created by the growth of population, 
and it is admittedly very difficult to 
decide what part of the value has 
been created by the efforts of the 
holder and what by the action of the 
‘community. <A tvplieal case would be 
that of a new suburb which has been

IN NICARAGUA 


Recent Clashes Between 
Government and Rebels. 


According to the Rebels, After 
Hours of Fighting the Forces 
of President Zelaya Became 
Panic-Stricken and Fled From 


the Field. 


Colon. November 13.—A wireless més- 
sage from Bluefields, the headquarters 
of the provisional government estab- 
lished by General Estrada, leader of 
the Nicaraguan rebellion, gives the 
rebel version of the recent fighting 
near the Costa Rican boreder. The 
message Says:

Gen- 
eral Toledo. with several hundred gov- 
ernment troops. who had invaded Costa 
Rican territory in order to attack the 
Nicaraguan rebels, who were entrench- 
ed along the San Juan river (which 
forms the boundary between the two 
republics), was forced by Costa Rica 
to recross into Nicaragua. 
Rebel Troops Attacked. 

“Toledo forthwith attacked the rebel 
troops under General Chamorro on the 
Nicaragua side of the river” The gov- 
ernment army consisted of infantry 
and artillery, and repeatedly assaulted 
the positions of the rebels. 

Although outnumbered, General Cha- 
morro responded with great effect. 
After thirty-six hours of desperate 
fighting. President Zelaya’s troops be- 
came panic-stricken, Both sides lost 
heavily in killed and wounded. 

“The promptness with which the gov- 
Costa Rica expelled the 
Nicaraguans from Costa Rican terri- 


| tory shows that Zelaya will receive no 


aid from the republic to the south. 
“A lack of arms has prevented the 

rebels from advancing.

Bluefields. This defeat checks the ad- 
vance for some time, and indicate 
Chamorro’s ability to hold the San Juan 
valley. 

Territory Held by Estrada. 

“General Estrada still holds all the 
territory east of the eighty-fifth par- 
allel (that is, the eastern half of Nic- 
aragua), except a few miles on the San 
Juan river. Business is being carried 
on without interruption at Bluefields, 
Cape Garcias (the northeastern ex- 
tremity of Nicaragua), and at San Juan 
del Norte (Greytown), at the extreme 
Southeast Of the republic. 

“The provisional government is being 
maintained in an orderly manner. and 
it is expected that the United States 
will soon recognize the government of 
Estrada as an independent republic. 

Rebels Dynamite Vessels. 

Washington, November 13.—Before 
leaving Greytown Thursday after their 
defeat. the Nicaraguan  revolutionists 
dynamitted the two government ves- 
sels. the Managua and the Norma. ships 
of about 300 tons each, and burned va- 
rious places in the city. This informa- 
tlon was contained in a dispatch re- 
celved at the Nicaraguan legation here 
today from President Estrada.

Toronto, Ontario, November 13.—The 
convention of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor went on record today 
as favoring woman suffrage; an 8- 
hour day for postoffice clerks; legisla- 
tion for better protection of actors 
and actresses from the “extortion and 
corrupt business methods” of s0-call- 
ed theatrical employment agencies; a 
postal savings bank act; deep water- 
Ways projects; a continuation of the 
fight against tuberculosis; the grant- 
ing of American citizenship to the peo- 
pie of Porto Rico, and the construc- 
tion of a twenty-six-foot channel 
through the Great Lakes from Buffalo 
to Duluth, and from Buffalo to Chi- 
cago. 

Resolutions looking to the estab- 
lishment of a national defense fund 
by the federation to assist unions in 
distress were voted down. 

On the ground that employment 
agencies are used as strike-breaking 
organizations, the federation will at- 
tempt to have enacted national legis- 
lation for their regulation. 

A resolution urging the executive 
council to do all in its power “to stop 
the mad expenditure of public money 
for war purposes” stirred up a lively 
division of sentiment, and it was re- 
ferred back to committee. The execu- 
tive council was authorized to make 
recommendations to the president of 
the United States respecting appoint- 
ments to judicial positions. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., November 13.— 
“We are utterly without money and we 
call upon our friends to contribute 
what they can to pay our railway 
transportation to the city of Washing- 
ton.” 

The foregoing appeal was made to- 
day by William Mayes and Henry Pad- 
gett, two of the five co-defendants who, 
with ex-Sheriff Shipp, have been found 
guflty of contempt of the United States 
Supreme court and are under summons 
to appear before the court in Washing- 
ton to receive sentence Monday. * 

Attorney General Wickersham has 
notified United States Marshal W. A. 
Dunlap that the government will not 
pay the fare of any of the defendants 
to Washington, and unless they appear 
in Washington Monday their bonds will 
be forfeited and they will be taken into 
custody.

Jeremiah Gibson, Padgett and Mayes 
had made application to the govern- 
ment for railroad fare. Al] the defend- 
ants want to leave’ for Washington 
Sunday morning. Counsel for three 
of the defendants who had applied to 
the government for transportation to- 
day received the following telegram 
from ‘Attorney General Wickersham, 
through United States Marshal Dun- 
lap: 

“Inform Gibson, Mayes, Padgett and 
their bondsmen that transportation ex- 
pense must be met by them and par- 
ties be present here on fifteenth, or 
bond”“will be forfeited and marsha] will 
take them into custody.

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WASHINGTON CELEBRATES 


RETURN OF PRESIDENT TAFT 


‘eam 
Washington, November 12.—(Special 
Correspondence.)—With the Stars and 
Stripes waving above the white house 
for the first time since President Taft 
left it in August after the adjournment 
of congress, Washington celebrated his 
return to the capital on Wednesday. 
Since then official and unofficial vis- 
itors to the nation’s home have in- 
creased in arithmetical progression to 
the decreasing hours of his stay here 
between the end of his 13,000-mile 
tour, and the beginning of his less 
arduous one to the New England 
States. Otherwise the executive's offi- 
cial home-coming was unmarked. In- 
deed, it is ever thus, for however pop- 
ular presidents become, they are prac- 
tically “always with us” here, and, 
therefore, are as free to go and come 
at will about the city as citizens of 
more common clay. This gives them 
@ sense of liberty unknown to the 
rulers of other countries, and compen- 
gates them for the prolonged hours 
they are necessarily on parade. 
General Grant was the first to show 
his appreciation of this unwonted con- 
sideration on the part of the citizens 
of the capital, and used to frequently 
walk instead of drive down Pennsylva- 
mia avenue, the “backbone” of the 
city. He was always unattended, and 
whenever he met a friend would ex- 
change cigarsas well as greetings. 
Mr. Roosevelt's special delight was in 
donning a suitable outfit and striding 
through a pouring rain at a rate that 
precluded the possibility of his long 
having a side companion. On these 
occasions he would look more like a 
tramp than the chief magistrate of the 
great republic, but the invigoration 
derived from such outings in solitude, 
had doubtless much to do with his 
splendid health while in office. 
Owing to his greater weight, perhaps, 
quite as much as to his natural judi- 
cial bearing, President Taft has been 
less pronounced in his activities, 
though wide-awake visitors from out- 
of-town report having caught sight of 
him in most unexpected places of in- 
terest. Mrs. Taft also goes about very 
generally. Her health, however, pre- 
vents her going shopping on foot as 
did Mrs. Cleveland and Mrs. Roose- 
velt, to the delight of their fellow 
shoppers.

In Lee county there was once an In- 
dian village known as Cheha, and 
sometimes called Anmucculla. In the 
spring of 1818 Governor Rabun asked 
General Jackson to station a military 
force on the frontier guard against 
incursions of the Indians, but no 
answer was given to the request; but 
Captain Wright received orders from 
the governor to proceed to Cheha, and, 
after reaching there, the captain and 
his men made a descent upon the town 
and killed about a dozen of the in- 
habitants and burned the village. The 
Indians who lived in this town were 
supposed to be friendly, but Captain 
Wright evidently thought the savage 
nation ought to . be exterminated. 
This raid was. brutal, and without 
parallel in history. Governor Rabun 
regretted very much this occurrence. 
Captain Wright was arrested by the 
order of General Jackson, but was re- 
leased by civil authority. Governor 
Rabun had him arrested afterwards, 
but he made his escape. 


Dirt Town. 

During the war of 186! a village by 
this name existed about twelve miles 
northwest from Rome, on the road 
leading to Trion Factory, and not far 
from the present postoffice of Laven- 
der. During the war a skirmish 0oc- 
curred here. between a detachment of 
General Polk’s army and a force of 
federal troops, while both armies were 
maneuvering for position preceding 
the battle of Chickamauga. 


Island Town. 

In the vicinity of Summerville, in 
Chattooga county, there Was once a 
very large town inhabited by Indians, 
whose principal chief was Cabin Smith, 
one of the signers of the treaty at 
Washington, February 27, i8i9. About 
the end of the revolution, smallpox 
made great ravages among the inhab-- 
itants, and those who were s0 for- 
tunate to escape death deserted this 
town, and no traces are left of them.

Bolling Jones Leads to 
Purchase, 


the Atlanta Woman's 
And why 


A home for 
Club; one of their very own. 
not? 

The home-making instinct, strong in 
the heart of every woman, is four 
hundred strong here, and an abiding 
pface of its own is the natural out- 
come of the growth of the organization 
in numbers and strength. In other 
cities, much smaller than Atlanta, the 
women have their club building so 
managed as to pay on the investment. 
Why not in Atlanta, where real estate 
is each year increasing in value? 

Thus the incentive for this move 
was not only a sentimental, buta clear, 
practical one, and both combined 
helped to push the matter to a rapid 
completion when once it was actively 
in hand. 

This has long been the club's casthk 
in the air, where castles properly be- 
long at first, but actual, bona fide foun- 
dations have now been put under this 
castle by the purchase of a beautiful 
club building. 

The idea is not a new one to the 
club members. It originated years ago, 
and like the tiny acorn found in child- 
ish literature, grew and grew until] it 
became a mighty oak. 

How This Idea Was Developed. 

It was Mrs. Bolling Jones, president 
of the club for 1908-1909, who first took 
active steps toward developing and 
stimulating its growth in the minds 
of the club women, but owing to ill- 
ness in the family she was unable to 
push it during her administration as 
she had planned. 

Soon after her election to office Mrs. 
Hamilton Douglas, the new president 
of the club, determined to delay the 
matter no longer, but to push it to a 
speedy finish, appointed a bullding 
committee, with Mrs. Bolling Jones 48 
chairman, and at the first meeting of 
the executive board in October the ad- 
visability of the club’s owning a bulild- 
ing of it own was the question most 
prominently before that body. The de- 
cision was unanimously and enthusi- 
astically, in the affirmative. This, of 
course, bound the club to nothing, but 
merely expressed the board's approval 
of the movement. 

Mrs. Douglas began at once, with 
the cooperation of Mrs. Bolling Jone» 
and of Mrs. W. B. Price Smith, treas- 
urer of the club, who is such an in- 
defatigable worker in any line of en- 
deavor to which she may enter (and 
these are many), and whose business 
ability makes her a most valuable as- 
sistant in work of this kind, to investl- 
gate the possibilities and arrange the 
matter in definite form for presenta- 
tion before the club. 

Hours were spent with a number of 
the most prominent lawyers of the city 
arranging the question so that the 
business might be conducted in a per- 
fectly legal manner. 

Amendment to Charter. 

Steps were taken to amend the char- 
ter of the club so as to permit it to 
purchase property and to raise money 
by issuing bonds secured by a trust 
deed or mortgage in the hands of a 
trustee. In this way club members 
who might not care to become stock- 
holders could enjoy the privileges of 
the club without becoming in any way 
involved in the business affairs of the 
stock company, which would, of course, 
be governed by the same laws which 


_4govern all stock companies. 


The committee spent days investi- 
gating every available site from east 
to west; from north to south, until 
finally out of all the possibilities 4 
number of the most desirable, were s€- 
lected tO place before the club. 

A called meeting of the club, accord- 


ing to the by-laws of the organization, | 
was held—a goodly number responding.

This cru- 
sade of China begins at the top. Three 
years ago the great empress dowager 
and the chief boards of the empire at 
Peking sent out edicts cutting down 
the size of the opium farms, shutting 
up the opium dens and requiring all 
dealers in opium to take out licenses. 
The government commanded all farm- 
ers to reduce their opium fields by 10 
per cent every year, and provided that 
no opium at all should be cultivated 
after the end of ten years. It reqnired 
that the merchants decrease their 
opium sales 20 per cent every year, and 
close their whole business in the 
space of five years. It ordered that all 
public opium dens should be summarily 
closed, and that the retail opium shops 
should gradually be abolished. At the 
same time it inaugurated dispensaries 
where free medicines might be had to 
take away the opium craving, and en- 
couraged the establishment of opium 
hospitals for those who had contracted 
tne habit. 

In the same edicts it 
that all users of opium should be reg- 
istered: that they should be examined 
by the police, and the habitual users 
should be allowed only a given quan- 
tity of the drug, at certain fixed peri- 
These allowances were to be 
gradually reduced so that at the end 
of five years all persons under sixty 
years of age would be free from the 
habit. All users of opium were re- 
quired to wear badges, so that every 
one would know an opium fiend as he 
walked through the streets. 

All government officials, including 
princes, dukes, viceroys and generals 
under sixty, had six months to give up 
the habit or to tender their resigna- 
tions: and all teachers and scholars 
were required to stop opium smoking 
within the Space of one year. As to 
the officers of the army and navy, they 
were commanded to abandon the habit 
at once. 

This is what China is trying to do. 
These above proclamations have been 
followed by others, and today the 
prince regent and the grand council 
are dcing all they can to have these 
laws put into force. They are prose-

Officials Made to Step Smoking. 

It makes ome laugh to think what 
would happen if Uncle Sam ghould out 
off every congressman’s toddy, should 
prohibit cold tea in the restaurant of 
the senate and not allow the clerks 
of the government to take a friendly 
tipple together. That is what is going 
on here. I am told that no less than 
2,500 officials, more or less prominent, 


connected with the government service 
in Peking either have broken or are 
endeavoring to break off the use of 
opium. Some of these are habitual 
smokers, who have tried so hard to 
quit that they have died in the at- 
tempt. Take, for instance, Wen Hai! 
He was one of the highest scholars 
of the empire, and was connected 
with the grand secretariat. To hold 
his job he signed a declaration that 
he was not an opium smoker, and 
then stopped using the drug. He died 
a few months ago. Tsai Chang, 
other noted official, 
smoking. He 
recover.

Chang, the acting governor 
province of Annwal, died the other 
day for the same reason, and there 
are many other old smokers who are 
said to be Ill. 

According to the new laws, which 
are more or less evaded, the smoking 
of opium means immediate dismissal. 
Government detectives or censors have 
been instructed to shadow the officials, 
‘and those who claim to have broken 
off the habit are rigidly watched. 
Just the other day a private secre- 
tary of one of the cabinet ministers 
Pwas found to have several ounces of 
opium on his person, and a request 
for his dismissal was promptly sent 
forth. In one of the papers this 
morning I see a dispatch stating that 
Prince Chung, one of the imperial 
opium commissioners, has just  de- 
nounced 20 high officials who have 
lied as to their use of the drug, and 
that he demands thee dismissal. Last 
October two of the imperial princes 
were ordered to resign their posts that 
they might give their entire time to 
the eradication of their craving for 
the drug, and at the same time, as 
an act of mercy, three months of 
extension were allowed to certain civil 
and military officials who had not 
Obeyeq the imperial edicts. 

The crusade ig being extended even 
to the ladies of the palace. They 
have been warned that they must stop 
smoking, and certain of these noble 
dames, who have been secretly sell- 
ing opium to their friends, have 
been told that if they continue they 
will be imprisoned. 


Among the Viceroys 


The work of stopping the evil among 
the ‘clerks outside Peking has been 
delegated to the yiceroys and gover- 
nors. There are twenty-two provinces 
in China, and the work in each of these 
is going on rapidly. or the reverse, 
according to the energy of the gover- 
nor. In Szechwan, a state in the far 
west, bordering on Tibet, one of the 
new district officials invited all of his 
subordinates to a dinner. He feasted 
them well, but as they were about to 
leave, he closed the door, saying that 
he intended to keep all with him un- 
der lock and key for the next three 
davs to learn whether they were free 
from the oplum habit. He knew those 
who were not would show nervous- 
ness: and in this way he could learn 
how to enforce the new laws. 

It is belleved that many of the vice- 
rovs are still secretly smoking: and 
the anti-oplum commissioners have 
asked the prince regent to eal] A 
meeting at the capital of all the vice- 
nors and generais of the armv who 
have reported that they have broken 
off the habit. When they appear they 
will be subjected to a test to show 
whether or not they have lied. Since 
this one viceroy has asked for time for 
some of his officials. and others have 
established opium hospitals and 
cures.

Clesing the Dens. 
In nearly every province of China 
there has been a general closing of 


| the opium dens. In some cities a back 
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door business is still going on, but the 
public smoking has become unpopular 
and dangerous, and the chief opium 
used is now behind closed doors. In 
Shanghai all the dens in the native 
towns have been shut, and fully half 
ef those in the foreign concessions 
wiped out. The foreigners propose to 
clean out the evil in their part of the 
city by 1910. In Wuchang the shut> 
ting up of the dens has considerably 
diminished the arrests for crime, and 
one of the policemen says this is large- 
ly because he does not know where 
to go to look for criminals. 

In Foochow there were 820 dens at 
the time the edict was issued. They 
-were all closed on the first of the 
fourth month of the year following 
and are still shut. The same is true 
of Ichang, although the shops for the 
sale of opium are still open. Kashing. 
which for vears was one of the worst 
opium-smoking places in the province 
of Chekiang. has abolished its opium 
shops, and the day of the closing. the 
opium pines were burnt in public and 
the people rejoiced. The same is true 


the users ef the drug. In Kiangsu no 
habitual smoker under fifty can ap- 
pear in court as a plaintiff. He cmpnot 
institute a suit, and can have neo pro- 
tection from the laws as long as he 
continues to disobey them. In Canton 
there igs a temple which has been given 
over to the anti-opium crusade, anti- 
opium pictures being pasted upon its 
walls. In Yunnan opium lectureg are 
everywhere given, and a large num- 
ber of refuges have been created to 
take in confirmed smokers and cure 
them. Hundreds of opium pipes and 
lamps and nailed to the walls of the 
government buildings and the viceroy 
is rapidly reducing the area of the 
Opium farms. 

At the capital of Fukien province 
there have been eight burnings of 
opium and opium fixtures during which 
1,236 ounces were destroyed and the 
following items burned: Pipes, 4,433; 
Pipe bowls, 4,482; lamps, 3,693: boxes, 
3,497; vessels for opium cooking, 5600. 
About 9,000 needles used for morphine 
injections were all given up and 
broken.

A Mighty Crusade. 

Outside the officials a mighty crusade 
has been going on over China to stop 
the use of opium among the people. 
Indeed, there are so many different 
movements that I hardly Know where 
to begin. Every province hag its anti- 
opium societies. These meet regularly: 
they print and distribute anti-opium 
literature and send out men to lecture 
upon the opium evil. here is one 
society in Canton which has distributed 
millions of pamphlets showing the ter- 
rible fate of the opium user. Pictures 
of the man before and after he has 
become the slave of the drug are pub- 
lished, and the horrors of the practice 
are vividly painted. Many of the socie- 
ties require their members to wear a 
badge and sign the pledge, and many 
of them offer rewards for the detection 
of opium smokers and of the illegal 
selling of opium. 

In some of the provinces the most 
rigid laws have been enacted against 


i. 


to buy opium, and the same person can 
only get his suppiy once a month, the 
allowance being fixed by the opium 
commissioners. 

Opium Cures. 

I find a general belief among the 
Chinese that the opium hait can be 
cured. Everywhere pills to take away 
the craving are sold, and, in most of 
the great cities, hospitals and refu- 
ges have been established where the 
slaves of the drug go to break off the 
habit. In Foochow there are six such 
hospitals, and four of these _ report 
that they have already cured 3,259 
persons. Such institutions have been 
established at Peking, Nanking, Tient- 
sin, Wuchang, Canton and in many 
other places. Foreign doctors have 
also come in, and profess to be able 
to cure the opium habit. One of 
these. who is well recommended, ts an 
American, Mr. C. B. Towne. He pro 
fesses to be able to cure any one of 
the oplum habit in three days. He es- 
tablished hospitals at Tietsin and 
Shanghai. He has started one at Pao 
Ting Fu, where it is said that one 
hundred patients came to him during 
the first month and were cured. Then 
the number of applications myste- 
rious decreased, and Mr. Towne found 
that this came from a report to the 
effect that, although the cure was 
successful, it always killed the pa- 
tient within one hundred days there- 
after. This story was false, but it 
almost broke up the hospital. 

Mr. Towne’s institution at Tient- 
sin was established at the expense of 
the viceroy, and officials who were 
cured received a_i certificate cer- 
tifying that fact. 

Opium Versus Morphine. 

One of the great dangers to the use 
of many of the anti-opium remedies 
is that they contain the drug in some 
other form. The government has had 
to extend its laws to morphine, and in 
one of the recent edicts the impor- 
tation of morphia and of hypodermic 
syringes is wrohibited and their sale 
is limited to practicing physicians. 

The morphine habit has long been 
prevalent in many parts of the Chinese 
empire, and a vast amount of morphine 
pills are still consumed. n certain 
cities along the Yangtsekiang the hy- 
podermic injecting of morphine is 
cemmon. They have professional ped- 
dliers who go about with hypodermic 
syringes up their sleeves and give in- 
jJections at the rate of about 2 cents 
apiece. ‘Such men are to be found 
in the teahouges, and are ready to give 
one a jab in the arm upon asking. 

e In the past it was customary for the 
members of a party to stand up in a 
row and hold out their arms with the 
sleeves rolled up to their shoulders, 
The mest common place for the injec- 
tion was about the biceps, but many 
ef the opium fiends were tattooed from 
their necks to their wrists, and also 
on other parts of their bodies. The 
morphine injectors make their own so- 
lutiong, and, as they use dirty water, 
the danger of their communicating dis- 
sases is great. 

Bhe government is doing all it can 
» abolish these morphine practices. It 
laws againt them, but 
they are still secretly carried on in 
most of the cities. In the meantime, I 
understand that the English and Ger- 
mans have been flooding China with 
cheap hypodermic syringes since the 
presené @rusade began, and that the 
Chinesa fmperial customs board has 
now issued regulations prohibiting 
their itmportation, except by the for- 
eign medical practitioners and foreign 
druggists. Hereafter all morphia and 
syringes landed without a special per- 
mit from the customs will be confis- 
cated.

As to Raising Opium. 

The greater part of the opium used 
in China is raised at home. That im- 
ported from India amounts to millions 
of dollars a year, but a far greater 
quantity is grown upon Chinese soll. 
Poppy plantations are cultivated as far 
north as Manchuria, and there are 
provinces in southern and western 
China, where opium is one of the prin- 
cipal crops. The reducing of the areas 
of cultivation is causing a considerable 
loss to the farmers. The government 
realizes this, but, nevertheless, it in- 
sist that the laws be enforced. Accord- 
ing to them, no ground can be planted 
to poppies, and the old flelds must be 
cut down one-tenth of thelr origina! 
size every year. 


cultivation of opium, and in others 
they have remitted the taxes for five or 
ten years upon opium lands which have 
been turned over to other crops. In 
Yunnan the soldiers have been direct- 
ed to dig up the poppyfields, and the 
viceroy of Nanking recently issued an 
order that his farmers must destroy 
their opium seed, and that such as 
had planted them should dig their flelds 
over and put in something else. 

All the opium-raising lands have 
been registered and the government at 
Pekin is keeping a close watch over 
the amount cultivated. The prince 
regent has offered medals and rewards 
to those who have changed their crops 
from the poppy to grains. and they are 
to be freed from national taxes for a 
fixed period. 

In short, there is no doubt adout the 
earnest and active efforts of the of- 
ficials and of a large parf of the peo- 
ple to do away with the opium habit. 
Many are resolved that it must be cut 
out of China at any cost. and the gov- 
ernment is willing to submit to the 
enormous loss of revenue which it en- 
tails, for the good of the people. 

Milliong of Opium Smokers. 

On the other hand, it a question 
whether the opium evil is anything 
like so great as {s generally supposed. 
It has been stated that more than 
100,000,000 of the Chinese are opium 
users. Some will tell you that the 
whole race is drugged and that all - 
the men. women and children use 
opium daily. This ts untrue on its 
face. [I doubt whether the opium 
habit is as prevalent amone the 
Chinese as the whisky and beer drink- 
ing habit is among the English, Ger- 
mans or Americans. In the first’ place, 
it is costly, and the bulk of the 
Chinese are poor. Again. the amount 
of opium raised in China is pretty 
well known, and we hae accurate sta- 
tistics of al] that ts imported. For- 
eigners estimate the total annual con- 
sumption at something like 40,000.000 
pounds. If this were diided equally 
among the people, {t would equal only 
one ounce per year per head. Now 
the average confirmed smoker takes 
about three mace a day, or 90 mace in 
one month. 

Ten mace make an ounce, ang this 
would equal nine ounces a month. or 
none pounds a year. Divifling the 40,- 
000,000 pounds by nine gives a quotiet 
of less than four and one-half millions, 
the total number of confirmed smokers 
required to consume all the opium 
raised in China. In other words, if 
One-tenth of the population were ha- 
bifual opium smookers § thev would 
consume all the opium which China 
now has. If the estimate is doubted 
the number would be less than 10,- 
000,000. 

Dr. George M@rrison, of the London 
Times, who is one of our most care- 
ful writers on things Chinese and 
who knows the country better than 
any Chinese I am acquainted with, 
estimates the possible eonsumers at 
less than 8,000,000. | 

Whisky Versus Opium. 

In fact, opium is consumed here 
about as much as spirituous liquors are 
in England and the United States. Both 
habits area mighty evil, and both 
cause a vast deal of misery: but to say 
that every man, woman and child in 
China is an opium fiend is aw false on 
its face as it would be to allege that 
every man, woman and child in Eng- 
land and Amerf@a is addicted to drunk- 
enness. 

In closing this letter I would say 
that it will be a long time before the 
hopes of the statesmen and 
patriots can  3¢to fruition. The 
work of repression is going on rapidly, 
but opium is still smoked largely in 
secret and an enormous amount of 
underhand selling and smuggling is 
done. These people are just as human 
as we are, and the same conditions pre- 
vail as would prevail in the United 
States were we to try to abolish the 
drink habit within as short a time ag 
the Chinese have allotted to the wiping 
officials are hypocrites, others are 
officials eare hypocrites, others ar 
openly disobeying the law, while oth- 
ers, bound in the Laocoon grip of 
Opium, are secretly smoking the drug 
Or are injecting morphine into their 
persons behind their closed doors. The 
movement, for the most part, is earne 
est and honest, and it has already ace 
complished a vast deal of good.
